To revive wilted flowers 
plnnge the sterna to about one-third of 
their length into boiling water. This 
will drive the sap back into the flowers, 
causing them to become fresh. Then 
out away the third of the stem whlchj 
DM been heated and place the flowers in1 
oold water.—New York World.
